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The  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  unit  of  a 
nation-wide  organization  which  is  entrusted  with  the  responsibility  of 
operating  a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     The  division 
of  Agricultural  Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  Iowa  State  Department  of 
Agrici-lture  working  in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.     The  year  1939  marked  the 
one~hiundredth  anniversary  of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture 
in  the  United  States, 

The  general  program  of  the  lovra  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service 
is  to  meet  the  public  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  an  historical 
nature  and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production 
in  Iowa  and  the  United  States, 

In  recent  years,   there  has  he  en  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultural 
organizations,   commercial  interests,   teachers,  legislators,   and  county, 
state  and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  shov/ing  the  trends  of 
change  in  counties.     Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available 
data  for  each  county  over  an  extended  period  of  time.     So  urgent  is  the 
need  for  county  data  that  s.ome  organizatinns  have  assembled  such  informa- 
tion ai  considerable  cost.     It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this 
series  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  off ered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  Federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  Norman  V,  Strand 
State-wide  Work  projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Eco- 
nomics and  Statistics  pr^^jects.     This  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on 
Official  project  65-1-72-155  of  the  Work  Projects  Administration,  Official 
project  665-72-3-35  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  24  and  25. 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  prepara^- 
tion  of  the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the 
Iowa  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in 
this  series.     Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  official 
who  collect  data  on  crops  and  livestock  as  required  under  the  Iowa  laws. 
Without  these-  data  by  townships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistic 
would  be  less  accurate  and  less  complete,

G-reene  County  was  established  on  January  15,  1851,  from  territory  at 
one  time  "belonging  to  Benton  County,  It  was  named  for  General  Nathaniel 

Greene  of  the  American  Revolution  and  it  was  first  attached  to  polk  County 
for  judicial  and  administrative  purposes. 

Truman  Davis,   the  first  settler  in  the  county,   took  a  claim  near  the 
present  site  of  Rippey  in  1849,    Enos  Buttrick  and  Richard  Hardin  came  the 
same  year  and  settled  near  the  creeks  which  now  bear  their  names.     In  1851 
several  settlers  located  along  the  Raccoon  River,  a-nd  in  1854  the  county  was 
formally  organized.     The  town  of  Jefferson,  which  had  been  platted  in  1854 
and  named  for  the  author  of  the  Declaration  of  Indgpendence,  was  chosen  for 
the  county- se at  o 

The  Chicago  and  Northwestern  Railroad  was  built  through  the  county  from 
east  to  west  in  186 8^     The  town  of  Grand  Junction  was  laid  out  at  the  place 
the  Chicago  and  Northwestern  Railroad  is  crossed  ty  the  Minneapolis  and  St, 
Louis  Railroad,  2l 

Area 

Greene  County  is  about  24  miles  square  and  has  an  area  of  574  square 
miles,  or  367,360  acres.  3/    Of  this  number,  356,653  acres  are  listed  as 
farm  lands.  4/    There  are  16  townships  in  the  county  and  it  ranks  twenty- 
ninth  in  point  of  size  in  the  State,  sharing  this  place  with  Sac  County, 

Soils 

The  soils  of  Greene  County  are  grouped  into  3  classes  according  to 
their  location  and  origin;  namely,  drift,   terrace,  and  swamp  and  ho ttoro-land. 
The  drift  soils  cover  89,6  percent  of  the  area  and  are  divided  into  Carrington 
loams — 53,5  percent,  Webster  silty  clay  loam — 25,2  percent,  Clarion  loam — '7,1 
percent,  Webster  loams — '1,5  percent,   Conover  silt  loam--0^7  percent  and  Car- 
rington fine  sandy  loam- — 0.3  percent,  and  pierce  sandy  loam^ — 0.3  percent. 
The  terrace  soils  cover  5,2  percent  of  the  county  and  are  divided  into  O'Neill 
sandy  loam_,  ?argo  silty  clay  loam^ — 1,5  percent,  Waukesha  loans — Id  percent, 
and  Bremer  silty  clay  loams — 0,4  percent.

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Topography 

The  general  topograx)hic  features  of  Greene  County  are  characteristic  of 
the  conditions  throughout  the  Wisconsin  drift  soil  area.     The  uplands  are 
gently  undulating  to  slightly  rollint:,  with  occasional  flat  tracts,  and  low, 
inconspicuous  knobs  and  swells  occur  in  tnose  areas  which  have  "been  formed 
at  the  edge  of  the  glacier.     This  latter  area  is  known  as  the  terminal  mo- 
raine.    Very  little  erosion  has  occurred  and  narrow,  gorge-like  vallevs  have 
"been  formed  only  along  the  larger  streams,     Tlie  bottom-lands  are  narrow  and 
subject  to  overflow. 

The  drainage  of  the  county  ia  accomplished  mainly  by  the  Saccoon  Hiver 
and  its  various  tributaries.     The  southwestern  part  of  the  county  is  drained 
by  Willow  and  Green  Briat  creeks  and  Snake  Creek  drains  the  southeast  corner 
of  the  county,  ^/ 

Climate 

The  average  temperature  for  10  years  (1930-1939)  was  47  degrees,  7.1  The 
average  -crecipi tation  for.  54  years  (1876-lb(30)  was  31.05  inches,  and  the  grow- 
ing season  averaged  151  days  between  the  killing  frost  dates  of  May  5  and 
October  3,  recorded  from  1900  to  1930,  8/ 

Population 

The  State  census  of  1855  listed  1,089  inhabitants  in  this  county.  The 
population  grew  steadily  until  1900,  when  17,820  residents  were  recorded, 
^ter  1900  there  was  a  slight  decrease  in  population,  but  it  has  remained 
fairly  constant  since  1910,     In  1930,  there  were  29  persons  per  square  mile 
in  the  county  as  corn-pared  with  the  State  density  of  44,     The  following  tablo 
shows  the  number  of  inhabitants  recorded  at  10-year  intervals:

Cooperative  s 

In  1937  there  were  6  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this 
county — 3  elevators,  1  creamery  and  2  livestock  enterprises. 

As  a  whole,   they  had  1,257  menibers,   of  which  1,115  were  active,  and 
1,875  persons  did  "business  with  the  6  concerns.     The  selling  cooperatives 
had  a  business  volume  of  $683,703  and  the  purchasing  cooTDerati ve s  transact'ed 
$119,627  worth  of  business.

The  record  year  for  apples  was  1909  when  54,741  trees  and  55,966  bushels 
were  recorded.     In  1934  there  were  only  9,043  trees  and  5,498  bushels.  The 
peak:  year  for  plums  and  cherries  was  also  1909,     In  that  year,  12,239  plum 
trees  yielded  1,141  bushels  and  10,162  cherry  trees  produced  1,295  bushels. 
The  greatest  number  of  grape  vines,  19,750,  were  reported  in  1894,  but  the 
greatest  production,   76,085  pounds,  was  listed  in  1909.  16/

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Note  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'   statistical  "breakdown  for  corn  acreage  is  as  fol- 
lows: (1)  all  corn,   (2)   corn  husked  for  grain,   (3)   corn  cut  for  silage, 
(4)   corn  cut  for  fodder  and  (5)   corn  hogged  off,     A  total  production  is 
given  for  each  fc.rm  79hich  includes  only  that  actually  husked.     In  getting 
county  totals  of  production,   the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multi- 
plied "by  the  yield  (derived  "by  dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  "by  total 
acres  husked)  and  added  to  summations  of  individual  farm  productions  shown 
as  huskedo     This  assumes  that  acreage  not  husked  would  have  produced  the 
same  yield  as  tiiat  actually  husked. 

In  1934  and  1936,  both  poor  crop  years,   separate  estimations  of  com 
yield  on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  by  the  s'!"ate  assessors'  office  be- 
cause it  was  felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  their  best 
acreages  for  husking  and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  ^^^ould  have  a  dif- 
ferent and  lower  yield.     This  separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied 
by  the  acreage  not  husked  and  the  total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked, 

This  was  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  townships.     The  township 
yields  for  these  two  years,  then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based  only 
on  acreage  husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked.     The  total  corn  acreage  is 
shown  by  township    with  this  yield,  and  ariy  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  the 
acreage  shown  to  get  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure „ 
The  county  summary  table  figures  for  corny^ftlds  in  1934  and  1936  have  been 
adjusted  for  poorer  yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may 
legitimately  be  multiplied  by  the  acreages  shown  there  to  arrive  at  total 
productions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  township  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  and  acreage  figures  shown  in  the  tables  since  corn    yield  has  been  as- 
sumed to  be  equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  and  township  yields 
are,  therefore , consi stent  in  all  years  except  1934  and  1936.
